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Academic Data Given on New Faculty 


Twenty new administrative and teaching staff members have been 
appointed this Fall at Sacramento State College. One is a full-time 
administrator, three combine administrative and teaching duties, and 
the others have full-time teaching résponsibilities. 

Mr. William D. Albright, newly appointed admissions officer, was 
assistant registrar and director of admissions at Drake University for 
four years prior to coming to the state college. He is a candidate for the 
doctor of education degree at Teachers College, Columbia University. 

Dr. Wilson Little, until recently director of the Regional Project in 
Secondary Education with headquarters at Sacramento State College, 
has been appointed professor of education and coordinator of graduate 
programs. He has been an associate professor of education at the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley and dean of the School of Education, 
Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical College. 

During the last two years, Dr. Palmer A. Graver, associate professor 
of education and placement officer, was dean of students at Stockton 
College. Before going to Stockton, Dr. Graver was director of the student 
counseling service for the University of Arkansas, senior consultant at 
the Duluth Branch of the University of Minnesota, and director of admis- 
sions and guidance at the Northwestern University Dental School. 

Dr. Kenneth D. Norberg, associate professor of education and coordi- 
nator of audio-visual services, has come to the state college from a posi- 
tion as director of the audio-visual center of the University of Chicago. 
He is author of a book “American Democracy and Secondary Education.” 

Six have been added to the teaching staff of the division of humanities 
and fine arts. A lecturer in art, Mr. Raymond W. Witt comes from the 
Texas College of Arts and Industries where he was an assistant professor 
of art. He is a graduate of Chico State College and the Claremont 
Graduate School. 

Dr. Albert G. Wiederhold, who graduated magna cum laude from the 
Boston University School of Theology, is an assistant professor of phi- 
losophy and German. He received his elernentary, secondary, and under- 
graduate college education in Germany. Dr. Wiederhold attended 
Harvard, and he received his doctorate degree from Stanford. 


Mr. Ernest Vollbrecht, assistant professor of art, held a similar posi- 


tion at the Massachusetts State Teachers College of Fitchburg. He also 
has taught at the Richmond Professional Institute and the Iowa State 
Teachers College. 

Mr. Joe T. McCullough has been appointed an instructor in foreign 
languages. He was for two years director of the Cultural Center, United 
States State Department Cultural Program, at Medellin, Columbia, South 
America. He has also been a teaching assistant in Spanish at the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley. 

Mr. Thayne A. Hedges, formerly director of the Speech Clinic of 
Topeka, Kansas, is an assistant professor of speech. He will teach and 
advise in remedial speech. Mr. Hedges is a doctoral candidate at Ohio 
State University. 

Dr. Richard Carpenter, formerly an instructor at Teachers College, 
Columbia University, is an assistant professor of music. He is a concert 
pianist. 

Mr. John T. Goldthwait is instructor in philosophy. He has been a 
teaching assistant at Northwestern University for the last two years 
where he was studying for his doctoral degree. Mr. Goldthwait was an 
instructor for four years at Oglethorpe University. 

The business administration division has added two faculty members.
